by Federal Judge Hook against the 
enforcement of the Oklahoma 2c pas­ 
senger fare law and

the Corporation Comm ssion affecting 
eleven -freight commodities, as ask­ 
ed bv the Missouri, Kansas 
and 
Texas, the lAtchison, Topeka and San­ 
ta Fe and the Gulf, Colorado 
and 
Santa Fe 'Railroad companies. 
The order, which was made today, 
announces that exajnina.ion of the

records in the cases of the Midland 
Valley and the Kansas City Southern 
railroad companies has not been com­ 
pleted. 
The Katy and the A chiton 
are required to give txmds amount­ 
ing to 1250,000 each and 
th© 
Gulf 
Line a bond of $50,000 as indemnity 
in the order. They are directed by 
the cour. to keep -full record of 
charges in excess of what the law 
or the commission fixed, so that if 
it develops the temporary injunction 
should not have been gran ed, the 
companies can reimburse the public 
with interest, when ordered by the 
court to do so. 
The lines interested are at liber y 
to reinstate the 3c passenger rate as 
in force prior to admission of Okla­ 
homa into the union, November, 1307. 
or hey may put -in force any other 
rate for passenger travel, that Is less 
than 3c. In Missouri some of the rail­ 
roads adopted 3c and others 2 l-2c 
per mile. Under the order, however, 
the companies are required to keep 
record of every ticket sold and the 
amount charged in excess of 2c. 
Must, Keep Records. 
The same rule is required in freight 
shipments, because 
the 
injunction 
suspends the commission’s rate ord­ 
ers affecting shipments of lumber, 
coal, lime, 'brick, cement, Colton and 
cotton seed, grain and grain products, 
etc., upon which the commission has 
recently been holding hearings. -Mag­ 
nitude of the bookkeeping order may 
be imagined when it is known to ap­ 
ply o every station in Oklahoma up­ 
on the lines interested and covering 
every transaction for a consideration. 
The state is preparing to file mo­ 
tion for rehearing upon the ground 
'.hat since the matters were submit­ 
ted in St. Louis additional facts have 
been ascertained, the state says, sus­ 
taining its conten ion. Failing in this 
an appeal will be taken to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in S . 
Louis, the decision of which will be 
final, since the 'injunction is only tem­ 
porary.

sented. 
Old Rate Expected. 
The Sta e expects 
the 
old 
pas­ 
senger rate to be put into effect by 
next week, or as soon as traffic de­ 
partments of the lines affec ed can 
get the necessary orders in shape. 
According to Assistant Attorney Gen­ 
eral Henshaw, assigned to the Cor­ 
poration Commission, the revenue of 
the Railroads which sought the in­ 
junction were increased last year on 
Oklahoma business S4 per cent, with 
an increase in expenses of only 4 .per 
cent for foe entire systems. iHe be­ 
lieves that resumption of the 3c fare 
will cause Oklahoma travel, as shown 
by records with the Corporation Com­ 


mission, to slump one-third. 
For the commission it is said that 
the cases will be contested as far 
as the law allows, the intent of it 
being to go to the Uni ed States Su­ 
preme court in event the injunctions 
are made permanent. It is indicated 
the Governor will be urged :o re­ 
quest an 
additional 
appropriation 
from the legislature to 
ald 
in 
the 
fight. 
The freight rate involved by ;he 
federal court order is now being heard 
before the 
Corporation 
commission 
upon mandate 
from 
the 
Supreme 
c u m 
for 
adliitional 
evidence and 
finding of fact. Following publication 
by he commission, the railroad com­ 
pt! n.es took an appeal to the Supreme 
Court of the State, requesting a su­ 
persedeas, 
whieSfJ would have sus­ 
pended the rates pending final hearing 
and this was denied, bu; the cases 
were remanded as before stated. 
In the meantime the railroads filed 
cases in the federal court for the 
Western distric 
of Oklahoma ui>on 
the freight orders and the 2c fare.

Governmen: advices proclaim that 
the rebels have been routed but oth­ 
er reports received seem to infer that 
they have fell back to the main force 
on accoun of -being outnumbered and 
that they are advancing again. 
The 
battle 
lasted 
for 
five* long 
hours and hand to hand encounters 
were frequent. 
The insurgent gunboat “Ome epe” 
which appeared off Greytown Thurs­ 
day and which bombarded the city 
of Greytown -for twenty minutes may 
result in interna.ional inferference. 
•During the bombardment of the city 
the shore batteries replied vigorous- 
ly ani as a result of the encounier 
the gunboat was disabled and forced 
to retire. During the short battle 
nine houses were set on fire 'by shells 
from .foe gunboat. 
Small skirmish battles are being 
fought hourly and as a result of the 
battle of Santo Tomas, with the in­ 
surgents s ill undaunted, as it seems 
a decisive battle between the two 
forces is expected dally. 
Late reports indicate thai the rev­ 
olutionary -forces at Santo Domingo 
are surrounded by government forces 
and that General Luis Mena will !>e 
forced to figh; or surrender.

Postoffice Keeps Pace With Other 


Businesses of the City. 


The Reason. 


The pos ;office receipts of Ada are 
keeping pace with the increase of 
other business of the city. Nothing 
shows up 'better than the ever in­ 
creasing receip s, and the increase 
of January, 1910, over January, 1909. 
is a big one. 
The January receipts 
this year is $1,358.25 while in Janu­ 
ary the preceding year was <$1,014.01, 
an increase of $344.24.

The final draft differs materially 
'rom the earlier drafts 
and 
repre­ 
sents several months of study by 
the presiden; and his cabinet, It is 
asserted. 
Outline of Bill. 
So corporation formed under the 
terms of the proposed act will be 
permitted 
to purchase, acquire or 
hold a ack in any other corporation 
nor could any corporation organized 
under -the act or under the laws of 
any state or foreign country for the 
purpose of or engaged in any Hke 
business acquire or hold the stock 
of a corporation formed under this 
act, and no such corporation would 
be perm .tied to have ’banking pow­ 
ers. 
Forfeiture of charter may result if 
any corporation organized under the 
ac 
shall 
enter into any contract 
or combination or engage in any con­ 
spiracy against interstate or foreign 
trade or commerce, or shall monop- 
lize or attempt to monopolize any 
Pa-rt thereof contrary to the provis­ 
ions of the Sherman act, or shall 
otherwise violate the laws 
of the 
United States. The charters of all 
corpora, ions are made subject to al­ 
teration, 
suspension 
or 
repeal 
by 
congress. The Attorney 
General 
is 
given power to -bring forfeiture pro­ 
ceedings and the court may appoint 
a receiver. 
Annual reports must be filed wi h 
the Bureau of Corporations and the 
commiss.oner of the bureau may call 
for special reports. Ten days after

American Citizens. 
At least a majority of he directors 
of a corporation is required at all 
times to be composed of citizens of 
the I nited Sta es and foonafide resi­ 
dents therein. 
Stock may be paid for in cash or 
'n property, but every certificate of 
stick issued in paymen; for proper­ 
ty must contain a statement that it 
is so issued, and before any stock 
is so issued a full s ateroent, sworn 
to hy a majority of the board of di­ 
rectors, must he filed in the bureau 
of corporations, setting forth a full 
description of he property, the num­ 
ber of shares to be issued In .pay­ 
ment thereof and whether the shares 
have a par value or not; the rames 
and addresses of the vendors of the 
property 
he statement of their con­ 
nection, if any, with the company; 
the terms of any agreement, verbal 
or written, with respect :o the trans­ 
fer of the property, fail details as 
to prices; all amounts paid or to foe 
•paid to each vendor, and if ;he ven­ 
dors are directors of the corporation 
or stockholders, a statement of the 
price paid or agreed to be paid by 
them for the property to be sold to 
the corporation; and where the stock 
to foe issued for such payment has 
a par value, there must he filed in 
the Bureau of Corporations an ap­ 
praisement of the *valne of the prop­ 
erty by two disinterested apprais­ 
ers, approved in writing by the com­ 
missioner, who may also appoint oth­ 
er appraisers.

THE OKLa¥ qMATAX MEASURE 


Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 
6.—Another 
of 
the adminis[ration’s general tax meas­ 
ures for gathering state revenues and 
relieving counties of state revenues 
came into the house Saturday from 
the committee on revenue and Taxa-. 
tion. It 'proposes an annual license 
to be levied against all corporations 
doing (business in 
the state, save 
those not organized for profi:. Pub­ 
lic service corporations are to be 
covered in the grss revenue bill. 
The 'bill authorizes collection from 
mestic corporations or those orga­ 
nized in the state a fee equal to 50c 
for each $1,000 of the authorized cap­ 
italization. As to 
foreign 
corpora­ 
tions, the fee is $1 per $1.00 of the 
capital, represented by its business 
done in the state. In no case shall 
the fee collected be less than $10. 
Corporations taking out new chart­ 
ers will not be required to pay the 
license fee for the firs: year or year 
of organization, since an incorpora­ 
tion fee is collected when charter is 
delivered. 
Linked with the license feature is 
a requirement that each company au­ 
thorized to do business in the state 
shall file with the corporation com­ 
mission lists of stockholdeV and di­ 
rectors and officers, and in cases of 
foreign corporations name of resi­ 
dent agent upon whom the service of 
courts may be ob ain e! The latter 
must also show’ the value of proper­ 
ty in the state and that outside of 
the s ate and the proportion of the, 
capitalization applicable to the prop­ 
erty^ in Oklahoma. There is a general 
provision for revocation of charters 
or permits when payments of license 
tax are no: made and the state is 
given a lien upon all property in the 
state for the collection. The proced­ 
ure is fully set out in the following 
s e g tc rrr-•r* 
“In all cases of forfei:ure under 
the provisions of this act the direct­ 
ors or (managers in office of any do­ 
mestic 
corporation 
whose 
char lev 
eign corporation whose Tight to do 
may be s forfeited, or of any for- 
business in this state may (be so for­ 
feited, are deemed to be trustees of 
the corporation and all the stock­ 
holders and members of the corpora­ 
tion whose power or right to do bus­ 
iness is forfeited, and as such trus­ 
tees shall have full power to settle 
the affair of the corporation and to 
maintain br defend any such corpora­ 
tion, or to take such legal proceed­ 
ings as may he necessary to finally 
settle the affairs of said corporation, 
and such directors or managers as 
such trustees may be sued in any of 
the courts of this state 'by any per­ 
son having a claim against any such 
corporation; provided, however, that 
no action. pending against any such 
corporation shall evade, by reason 
of its forfeiture as provided in this 
act. hut may be prosecuted to final 
judgment and the same may be en­ 
forced by execution with the same 
force and effect and in like manner 
as though no forfeiture had occurred. 
And, provided further, that where 
any judgment 
has 
been 
rendered 
against any corporation prior to the 
forfeiture of its charter under the 
provisions of this act, execution may 
be issued thereon and the property 
in the hands of its trustees may be 
levied upo^ seized and sold to satisfy 
the same with like force and effect 
as though such forfeiture had not oc­ 
curred.” 


Bibles are to cost more. 
Not content 
with putting a tax 
upon nearly everything the common 
people eat and wear; not satisfied 
wi h levying an impost upon the av­ 
erage man’s coffin and even upon his 
tombstone; not content with taking 
the public from the cradle to the 
grave, the tariff genii have pursued 
the American citizen further still and 
proposes to collect a toll for saving 
his soul. 
A joker was found in the tariff law' 
ads fifteen per cent to the duty on 
bibles. 
The new's became public when a 
large number of religious periodi­ 
cals 
appeared 
carrying 
advertise­ 
ments inserted by the bible distribu­ 
tors to the effect h a t “owing to an 
increase in the tariff, we are obliged 
to withdraw our prices on all bibles 
and testaments lis;ed in our 1909 cat­ 
alogues.” 
Highest in History. 
Bibles are to cost from fifteen to 
twenty per cen .more than ever be­ 
fore in the history of the country. 
The joker which male these changes 
in catalogues necessary, it develops, 
was discovered by the bible Import­ 
ers only a shor: time ago. Under 
the old tariff law a duty of 25 per 
cent was imposed on all bibles, whose 
chief cost is paper. The new' tariff 
contains this -phrase, added also the 
phrase, “and 40 per cent on all 
bibles vrtiose chief cost is lea her.” 
The joker, as i; undoubtedly is, lies 
in the fact that the chief cost of vir­ 
tually all the belter class of bibles 
imported into this country is in the 
binding. It in effect, puts a tax of 
for.y per cent on 
all of the 
good 
English editions of the holy w’rit. 
Advance is General. 
The two big importers of English 
Bibles are Thomas Nelson & Sons 
and the Oxford Press. Both of these 
concerns have notified the distribu ing 
concerns that bible prices must go 
up. Smaller ^concerns have followed 
their lead, and the advance in prices 
for bibles is to be general through­ 
out the country. 
A number of dealers in bibles said 
that they had learned a!>out the jok­ 
er only a short time ago. They had 
been led to beleve that he duty on 
bibles was not to be changed. They 
cid not discover their error until the 
importers notified hwm that they had 
run up against a new tariff wall.' 
Then they found it necessary to noti­ 
fy their customers that the prices in 
their catalogues could not stand. 
(Most of the concerns, however, will 
attemp: to fill orders at the old rate 
until March I, when new' catalogues 
generaly come out. Jennings & Gra­ 
ham of the Western Methodist Book 
Concern have notified their cus out­ 
ers to that effect, and others are do­ 
ing the same. 
Did Not. Escape Toil. 
A number of the Bible distribu ors 
said that the advance would be near­ 
er 25 than lo per cent, because the 
“cost of living,” which has touched 
nearly everything else, has no: re­ 
frained from levying its toll on re­ 
ligious publicaCons. 
American manufacturers are put­ 
ting up the prices on the plea that 
wages have advanced and paper Cos s 
more. This cost will fall on the poor 
man’s 
bible, 
because 
only 
the 
cheaper grades of Bible are made in 
this country. A preliminary advance 
of IO per cent was ordered last Oc­ 
tober and another advance of about 
IO per cent is going in o effect now.

FARM STOCK HIGH. 
Oklahoma City, 'Feb. 
6.—Although 
yesterday was Saturday and a great 
many farmers were in town, very few 
horses or mules w'ere sold. The lo­ 
cal market seems to be almost ex­ 
hausted by the buyers from all over 
the state, who are purchasing for con­ 
struction work. A grea: many ani­ 
mals were also sold early for farm­ 
ing purposes, and not a few to for­ 
eign buyers. This accounts for the 
greatly increased price, which is from 
ten to twen y per cent higher than 
that of last fall, ami which seems to 
be increasing in spite of the fact 
that the corn acreage his year will 
be considerably smaller. 
There are complaints by members 
of the State Corn Growers associa­ 
tion, which has placed the price of 
seed com at $3 a bushel. They say 
that there will not be enough seed 
corn sold to warrant such a high 
price, as many farmers were unsuc­ 
cessful last year on account of the 
drouth which almost ruined the crop 
and, fearing a repetition of this, have 
decided to plant other crops. 


'Washington, 
Feb. 
7.—.President 
Taft has informed the 
senate 
and 
house leaders thai he will not con­ 
sent to any whitewash of the tariff 
in the proposed congress investiga­ 
tions into the increased cos. of liv­ 
ing. 
In line with his purpose to have 
a scientific investigation made of the 
entire tariff ques ion, -the president 
wants no suppression of the facts 
in regard to the operation of the 
Payne bill. 
If the lat er is in any way respon­ 
sible for the increased cost of living 
the president wants to know it. 
'He believes the people are enticed 
to such information and he is wise 
enough to see that it will do more 
harm than good to at.empt any white­ 
washing or to conceal any facts from 
the people. 
It is said by Monday the prelimi­ 
naries for the proposed investigating 
of increased cost of living 
by 
the 
senate will 
have 
been 
completed. 
Senator Kean of New Jersey, chair­ 
man or the committee to audit the 
contingent expenses of the senate. 
let it be known late Saturday that 
one of the resolutions providing for 
the hives igations providing for the 
im estigatons which was referred to 
the committee will probably be re­ 
ported favorably Monday. 
Immediate consideration will prob­ 
ably be asked and as no opposition 
:o the inquiry has as yet developed, 
the resolution will pass the senate 
promptly. If this is done the person­ 
nel of the probing 
committee 
may 
even be announced on the same day. 
Sena or Kean would 'not indicate 
which of the three resolutions now 
before the committee will be favored 
by the committee of which he is a 
chairman.

TEN HUNGARIANS AXD OKE AM­ 


ERICAN MEET DEATH. 


Twfthe Men Working in Heading and 


Al! Bnf One 
Are 
Killed—He 


Crawled to Safety. 


Indiana, 
Pa., 
Feb. 7.—Ten 
Hun­ 
garians and one American met death 
In a gas explosion Saturday in Num­ 
ber 2 slope of the Earnest mine of 
the Jefferson and Clearfield Coal com­ 
pany, five miles north of this place. 
The explosion occurred in a heading 
•where twelve workmen were located 
and one of these, Andrew Krazzer, 
escaped by crawling a quarter of a 
mile on his stomach to evade the 
noxious gases. His inability to speak 
English prevented a lucid explana­ 
tion of the cause of 
the 
explosion. 
When he saw the lights of the res­ 
cuers he moaned and tried to crawl. 
The position "of the bodies showed 
the men had made desperate e ffo rt 
to crawl away from the heading. 
How Krazzer escaped 
cannot 
be 
learned. The only intelligible signs 
he makes are of crawling. One hun­ 
dred and ten men working in the 
same slope escaped through 
other 
headings of the mine although they 
were held back about ten hours by 
the black damp until a rescue party 
reached them. 
The rescue part of twelve mine 
bosses went into the mine about 9:30 
this morning, shortly after the ac­ 
cident and when they came out about 
6 o'clock they (brought with them the 
dead bodies and announced there was 
no one else in the mine. The bodies, 
blackened with flames, were immed­ 
iately sent to the homes of the un­ 
fortunates and the funeral will l>e 
held tomorrow.

The attorney general fur.her 
said in his letter that he has for some 
time been contemplating the reopen­ 
ing of these cases in St. Louis and 
that ’he is determined to see them 
through to a successful conclusion, 
as he believed they could be won, 
the opinion of 'Frederick Judson, his 
special counsel, being tha 
the case 
were strongly presented. The appro- 
pr ation 
will provide for traveling 
expenses, printing, court costs and 
sundry expenses attached to the hear­ 
ing. 
He also urged that the governor 
recommend the passage of a law com­ 
pelling corporations to produce their 
(books of their agents and employees 
as is done in the states of .Missouri, 
and Arkansas, 'believing it will lye 
easier to secure evidence in this man­ 
ner.

An unusually pretty sandwich is of 
the “ribbon” variety. To make it cut 
five slices of white bread about half 
an Inch thick, and spread each with 
softened sweet butter before slicing 
it from the loaf. 
Trim off the crust 
from the slices and shape the latter 
into squares of even size, about three 
by three inches. 
Lay each slice, buttered 
side 
up. 
upon a pastry board. Spread the first 
one with cream cheese rubbed smooth 
with minced parsley and cress, the 
latter previously sprinkled very slight­ 
ly with lemon juice; cover the next 
slice with a thin 
layer of 
smoked 
tongue freed from skin and gristle; 
strew the third with riced yoke of a 
hard egg seasoned with salt, pepper 
and a bit of dry mustard and put a 
layer of smoked salmon or of rosy 
ham on the fourth slice. 
Pile the slices one upon the other 
evenly, and in the order mentioned, 
and top them with the fifth slice laid 
with the buttered 
side 
downward. 
Wrap carefully in

cloth 
binder which has been slightly damp­ 
en ed , and weight with a book for an 
hour or so.

Indiana. Pa., Feb. 7.—Ten Hun- 


garians and one American met death 
in a gas explosion Saturday in Num- 
*>er 2 slope of the Earnest mine of 


" the Jefferson and Clearfleld Coal com- 


pany, five miles north of this place. 
The explosion occurred in a heading 
•where rwe-lve workmen were located 
and one of these, Andrew Krazzer, 
escaped by craw-ling a quarter of a 
mile on his stomach to evade the 
noxious gases. His Inability -to speak 
English prevented a lucid explana- 
tion of the cause of the 
explosion. 


When he saw the lights of the res- 
cuers he moaned and tried to crawl. 


The position "of the bodies showed 


the men had made desperate eft or .s 
to crawl away from the heading. 


How Krazzer escaped 
cannot 
be 


learned. The only intelligible signs 
he makes are of crawling. One hun- 
dred and 
te-n men working in the 


same slope escaped through other 
headings of the mine although they 
were held >back about ten hours toy 
the blaok damp until a rescue party 
reached them. 


The rescue part of twelve mine 


bosses went into the "mine about 9r30 
this morning, shortly afiter the ac- 
cident and when they came out about 
6 o'clock they (brought with them the 
dead 'bodies and announced there was 
no one else in the mine The 'bodies, 
blackened wjth flames, were immed- 
iately sen- to the homes of the un- 
fortunates and the funeral 
will be 


held tomorrow.

THE NEW "RIBBON" SANDWICH 


It Is Easily Made and Especially Ap- 


propriate When a Few Friends 


Drop In for Lunch. 


An unusually pretty sandwich is of 


the "ribbon" variety. To make It cut 
five slices of white bread about half 
an Inch thick, and spread each with 
softened sweet butter before slicing 
it from the loaf. Trim oft the crust 
from the slices and shape the latter 
Into squares of even size, about three 
by three inches. 


Lay each slice, buttered 
side up, 


upon a pastry board. Spread the first 
one with cream cheese rubbed smooth 
with minced parsley and cress, the 
latter previously sprinkled very slight* 
ly with lemon juice; cover the next 
slice with a thin 
layer of smoked 


tongue freed from skin and gristle; 
strew the third with riced yoke of a 
hard egg seasoned with salt, pepper 
and a bit of dry mustard and put a 
layer of smoked salmon or of rosy 
bam on the fourth slicp 


Pile the slices one upon the other 


evenly, and in the order mentioned, 
and top them with the fifth slice laid 
with the buttered 
side downward. 


Wrap carefully in 
a cheese cloth 


binder which has been slightly damp* 
ened, and weight with a book for an 
hour or so. 


When" ready to serve, remove the 


cheese cloth and divide the 
little 


brick into thin slices, cutting down- 
ward Kith- a -.keen-edged-carvinr knife'. 
The result will be a square formed of 
half-Inch strips of bread pressed to- 
gether and crossed by lines of green, 
red, yellow and 
pink, 
A 
different 


style of ribbon sandwich Is made with 
a number of slices of brown bread 
and of white bread piled alternately, 
each slice 
previously 
spread 
with 


cream cheese 
blended with finely 


minced nuts, and 
overlaid 
with a 


crisp leaf of lettuce. 
When sliced 


downward the 
sandwich shows 
a 


pretty medley of brown and white 
crossed with hairlines of light green.

tions, the fee is ?1 -per $1,00 of the 
capital, represented by its .business 
done in t-he state. In no case shall 
the -fee collected be less than $10. 
Corporations talcing out new chart- 
ers will not be required to pay the 
license fee for the first year or year 
of organization, since an incorpora- 
tion fee is collected when charter is 
delivered. 


Linked with the license feature is 


a requirement that each company au- 
thorized to do business iu the state 
shall file with the corporation com- 
mission lists of stockhol'de\i and di- 
rectors and officers, and in cases of 
foreign 
corporations 
name of resi- 


dent agent upon whom the service of 
courts may 'be obtained. The latter 
must also show the value of proper- 
ty in the state and that outside of 
the state and the proportion of the, 
capitalization applicable to the prop- 
ertyon Oklahoma.

Indiana. Pa., Feb. 7.—Ten Hun- 


garians and one American met death 
in a gas explosion Saturday in Num- 
t>er 2 slope of the Earnest 'mine of 
' the Jefferson and Clearfleld Coal com- 


pany, five miles north of this place. 
The explosion occurred in a heading 
•wbere twelve workmen were located 
and one of these, Andrew Krazzer, 
escaped by craw-ling a quarter of a 
mile on his stomach to evade the 
noxious gases. His Inability to speak 
English prevented a lucid explana- 
tion of the cause of the 
explosion. 


When he saw the lights of the res- 
cuers he moaned and tried to crawl. 


The 'position "of the bodies showed 


the men had made desperate effor.s 
to crawl away from the heading. 


How Krazzer escaped 
cannot 
be 


learned. The only intelligible signs 
he makes are of crawling. One hun- 
dred and ten men working in the 
same slope escaped through 
other 


headings of the mine although they 
were held 'back about ten hours toy 
the black damp until a rescue party 
reached them. 


The rescue part of twelve mine 


bosses went into the mine about 9r30 
this morning, shortly after the ac- 
cident and when they came out about 
E o'clock they ibrought with them "the 
dead 'bodies and announced there was 
no one else In the mine The 'bodies, 
blackened wjth flames, were immed- 
iately sen1 to the homes of the un- 
fortunates and the funeral 
will be

THE NEW "RIBBON" SANDWICH 


It Is Easily Made and Especially Ap- 


propriate When a Few Friend* 


Drop In for Lunch. 


An unusually pretty sandwich Is of 


the "ribbon" variety. To make It cut 
five slices of white bread about half 
an Inch thick, and spread each with 
softened sweet butter before slicing 
it from the loaf. Trim off the crus.t 
from the slices and shape the latter 
Into squares of even size, about three 
by three inches. 


Lay each slice, buttered 
side up, 


upon a pastry board. Spread the first 
one with cream cheese rubbed smooth 
with minced parsley and cress, the 
latter previously sprinkled very slight- 
ly with lemon juice; cover the next 
slice with a thin 
layer of smoked 


tongue freed from skin and gristle; 
strew the third with riced yoke of a 
hard egg seasoned with salt, pepper 
and a bit of dry mustard and put a 
layer of smoked salmon or of rosy 
bam on the fourth slicp 


Pile the slices one upon the other 


evenly, and in the order mentioned, 
and top them with the fifth slice laid 
with the buttered side downward. 
Wrap carefully in 
a 
cheese 
cloth 


binder which has been slightly damp- 
ened, and weight with a book for an 
hour or so. 


Wheri ready to serve, remove the 


cheese cloth and divide 
the 
little 


brick into thin slices, cutting down- 
ward^wlth- a-~keen-edge&. carvings knife1- 
The result will be a square formed of 
half-inch strips of bread pressed to- 
gether and crossed by lines of green, 
red, yellow and 
pink. A 
different 


style of ribbon sandwich is made with 
a number of slices of brown bread 
and of white bread piled alternately, 
each slice 
previously 
spread 
with 


cream cheese 
blended with finely 


minced nuts, and 
overlaid 
with a 


crisp leaf of lettuce. 
When sliced 


downward the 
sandwich shows 
a 


pretty medley of brown and white 
crossed with hairlines of light green.
